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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment (after final Office Action) filed on April 13, 
2005. In the amendment, claims 1-6, 9-18, 21-30, and 33-36 were canceled. Currently, claims 7, 
8, 19, 20, 3 1 and 32 remain for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 7, 8, 19, 20, 3 1, and 32 are allowed. 

3. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
directed at a surface acoustic wave (SAW) identification tag, and methods of operating and 
manufacturing the tag. As indicated in previous Office Actions, the SAW identification tag and 
various applications utilizing such SAW ID tag is generally known in the art. However, the cited 
references, taken alone or in combination, fail to show or fairly teach the SAW identification tag 
comprising a group of slots where the group is at least twelve and a number which can be 
encoded by the reflectors are at least 96 bits long set forth in the claims. It is also not suggested 
or disclosed that the group of slots are arranged by both pulse position and phase positions on the 
substrate.
